at the turn of the century.” the Amir said. 


The speech was read by Kuwait's Minister of 
Awqaf and Islamic Affairs. Khaied Ahmed Al 
Jasaar. 

The Amir. OIC Secretary General Hamid Al 
Gabid and host Saudi Arabian King Fahd pled- 
ged increased Islamic support for the Palestinians 
until they obtain a state of their own. 

“The Jewish influx emanates from the Soviet 


Union and flows under the banner of human 
rights to settle m the land of their choice b> dim of 
the new immigration laws in rhe United 5tates 
and Europe," the .Amir said. 

Restrictions on immigration of Soviet Jews 
into the US has turned them toward Israel, where 
leaders expect some 300,000 to settle over the next 
five vears.

Karachi 
strike 
violence 


KARACHI. Feb 7, (Reuter): 
Security forces and anti-govern- 
ment protesters fought gun battles 
in Karachi today, kulmg 35 people 
and Injuring 110. 

Police said they arrested about 
300 people as a general strike 
paralysed Pakistan's biggest city . 

"It w*3,the worst strike » Pakis- 
tan's history,” a police official said. 

Authorities clamped a curfew on 
large areas of Karachi 
Protesters attacked four police 
stations trying- to free colleagues 
arrested during the day. 

Police said at least 50 shops were 
looted. 

Government officials said the 
indeSnrie curfew was imposed on 
seven police districts covering 
-about a quarter of the port city’s 
■righi-millioa population. 

; Troops in battle-dress' patrolled 
the city in army trucks fitted with 
•machine guns and police fought 
several batiks with guns, teargas, 
stones and other missiles with the 
strikers, witnesses said. 

Those killed by gunfire or stab- 
bing included a soldier, four 
policemen, a woman doctor and an 
18-year-old child. 

Doctors at Karachi's Jinnah and 
Abbasi hospitals said they had 
declared an emergency and called in 
ofT-duty medical staff to cope with a 
.flood of injured. 

“The wounded are lying on 
floors,” a Tm na b hospital doctor 
'said. “We don't have many beds. 
We have appealed for blood dona- 
tions.” 

• Urgent pleas for blood were 
relayed through loudspeakers on 
mosques. 

Troops, paramilitary forces and 
police fought battles with activists 
of the powerful Mohajir National 
Movement (MQM) which called 
> the strike, accusing Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto’s government of 
repressive policies. 

Protesters set fire to bank build- 
ings, vehicles, shops, houses and 
two offices of Benazir's Pakistan 
People's Party (PPP), witnesses 
said. , 

Dozens of police were posted 
atop police stations to keep a watch 
on the attackers, witnesses said. 

The strike closed the stock 
exchange in Karachi, Pakistan's 
commercial capital, and all shop- 
ping centres. There was no loading 
or unloading at Karachi port and 
the airport was badly hit by a low 
turnout of staff. Local train services 
were suspended.

MOSCOW, Feb 7, (AP): Communist Party leaders 
agreed today to relinquish their constitutionally 
guaranteed monopoly on power and move further 
toward transforming the Soviet Union into a mul- 
tiparty democracy, officials said. 

The party central committee, which decides com- 
munist policies, voted almost unanimously to 
accept the proposals of President Mikhail Gorba- 
chev despite sharp criticism of his plan during an 
extended meeting this week, one participant said. 

It marked another victory for Gorbachev in his 
drive to transform the party Crom a static oligarchy 
to a modem political force able to compete for 
power. 

Politburo member Vitaly Vorotnikov confirmed 
the central committee's decision and said the party 
was prepared for competition. , 

“We cannot rule out the emergence of new par- 


ties,” Vorotnikov said in a statement distributed by 
the official Tass news agency. “But we communists 
are not going to surrender our positions. Just as any 
party in the world, we witi shall be waging a struggle 
for our rights.” 

He said the party would talk with any political 
force that stands for democracy and rejects violence. 

The Communist Party will ask the people to 
approve a presidential system with a cabinet, Polit- 
buro member Alexander Yakovlev said today. 

The central committee ended the meeting with 
discussion on the Lithuanian Communist Party’s 
decision in December to break away from the cen- 
tral party. A party source said the central committee 
recognised a small faction of the Lithuanian party 
that remained loyal to Moscow as the Baltic 
republic's true party representative.

Tough Maniia ‘adultery law’ 

MANILA, Feb 7. (Reuter): A leading senator today proposed tougher legisla- 
tion against men who keep mistresses, saying the maximum penalty should be 
raised to six years in jaiL 

Senator Edgardo Angara, a former president of the University of the 
Philippines, said he was proposing an amendment to the penal code to bring into 
line the penalties for women who commit adultery and men who keep con- 
cubines. 

At present keeping a concubine is punishable by between six months and four 
years in jail, whereas a woman who commits adultery can earn up to six years. 
Under Philippine law, a man cannot be convicted of adultery in the largely 
Roman Catholic country.

People searched East Beirut hos- 
pitals for missing relatives as sur- 
geons operated in candlelight 
and police reported fist fights 
over bread, reflecting desperate 
conditions left by nine days of 
war between Christians. 

French Humanitarian Aid 
Minister Bernard Kouchner and 
Ambassador Rene Ala 
negotiated a 90-minute ceasefire 
covering only one street of East 
Beirut used by a convoy of seven 
ambulances to evacuate 12 
seriously wounded people from 
the Hotel Dieu hospital in the 
Ashrafiyeh district. 

General Michel Aoun today 
vowed to fight the Lebanese For- 
ces (LF) militia to the finish 
unless it renounced an Arab- 
brokered peace plan for 
Lebanon. 

“If everybody quits l will stay 
by myself defending my posi- 
tion,’' Aoun told a news con- 
ference in an underground bun- 
ker at the presidenual palace of 
Baabda in Lebanon's Christian 
enclave. 

Police said the casually loll 
from the savage clashes stood at 
365 dead ana 1,682 wounded, 
noting Lhat scores of the injured 
were dying in hospitals due to 
scarcity of blood, and antibiotics 
and other medicines. 

“We have reports ofl8 woun- 
ded victims who passed away at 
hospitals in East Beirut alone. 
We do not have updated reports 
from the rest of the (Christian) 
enclave,” said a police spokes- 
man. who cannot be named in 
line with regulations.

SRINAGAR, Feb 7, (Reuter): Indian troops shot dead 
two store clerks in troubled Kashmir today after appa- 
rently panicking over an. accidental gas explosion, the 
father of one of the victims said. 

Police did not confirm the deaths but said five people 
were injured in the gas blast in the Lai Chowk business 
district 

Mohammad Yusuf said his son ran outride after a gas 
cylinder blew up and security men shot him dead. “They 
apparently panicked at the blast and Grad indiscrimin- 
ately," he said. 

The second victim was a shopkeeper in the same build- 
ing. 

Doctors at a local hospital said two people with fatal 
bullet wounds were brought to the hospital morgue. 


The deaths occurred as a 13-hour curfew relaxation was 
about to end in Srinagar, summer capital of Indian-ruled 
Jammu aod Kashmir state, which has been rocked for 
months by separatist Muslim unrest. 

India and Pakistan have fought two of their three warn 
since 1 947 over Kashmir and growing tension between tfae 
two countries has provoked fears of a fourth conflict. 

Meanwhile, at least six policemen and two bystanders 
were injured when militants attacked a police bunker, also 
in downtown Srinagar, said witnesses, who also spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

U was not immediately known how many militants were 
involved in the grenade attack or if any of them suffered 
injuries when the policemen returned fire, they said.

KATMANDU, Feb 7, (UPI): The Nepal 
government today began arrests of senior 
leaders of the banned Nepali Congress Party 
to prevent a movement the party is starting 
Feb 18 for greater democracy in the 
Himalayan ldngdom, a party spokesman 
said. 

The arrests appear intended to head of an 
indefinite nation-wide movement by the 
opposition to lift a 29-year-old ban on 


political parties and to decrease the near 
absolute powers possessed by King Birendia. 

Assistant general secretaries of the banned 
Congress Party Yog Prasad Upadhaya and 
Basu Rjsal, mid office secretary Dbruba 
Bhandary, were among 100 people arrested in 
the last 24 hours, said the Congress Party 
spokesman. 

“Our modest estimate is that 100 persons 
have been arrested in the last 24 hours and 


nation-wide arrests in the last four days have 
reached 277,” said party spokesman Daman 
Dhunjgana at a press briefing. 

Pohce searched the home of Sarbottam 
Dangol, a leftist leader, and since early morn- 
ing they have surrounded the house of Siddhi 
Lai, another prominent communist leader, 
opposition sources said. 

Siddhi Lai is a leader of seven factions of 
several communist parties that have suppor- 


ted the Congress move. 

In the latest arrests, 44 leftist students were 
arrested in the tourist resort town ofPokhara 
in west Nepal and 20 of them have already 
been dispatdied to jails, banned party sources 
said. 

Five persons who were on a hunger strike 
for five days protesting arrests without 
warrant m Palpa, west Nepal, have been 
released, they said.

“Article 6 will no longer be. There 
will be a multiparty system. There 
will be a normal democracy," 
Fyodorov said.

At its last meeting in December, 
the Congress of People's Deputies 
heeded Gorbachev’s plea and 
blocked an effort by reformers to 
strike article 6. 

But since then, Gorbachev has said 
it would be “no tragedy*’ if a mul- 
tiparty system developed in the 
Soviet Union.

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Japanese men dropping out of work, sight 


TOKYO. Feb7.(AP): Increasing numbers 
of Japanese men ace dropping from sight, 
abandoning [heir jobs, families and homes 
to pursue personal fulfillment or expressing 
their sense of alienation from the nation's 
workaholic culture. 

In the last decade, the number of men 
wbo have vanished for work-related 
reasons has almost tripled, police say. 

Other Japanese men leave large compan- 
ies to start independent ventures, or quit 
office jobs for unorthodox pursuits. 

Dedusted corporate minions served as 
the foundation for Japan's economic 
resurrection after the devastation ofWorid 
War U. Legions of dark-suited, team-play- 
ing wage earners have logged long boars at 
work while their wives dutifully took care 
of home anf ^ children. 


As Japan's prosperity solidified and 
women became more independent, some 
men have re-examined their own lives. 
Changes in the way people view their per- 
sonal horizons have led some men toward 
new-found freedom and other toward 
unprecedented anxiety. 

In 1977. a total of 3,341 adult men and 
women disappeared for work-related 
reasons, but iO years later the figure for 
men alone was almost 10,000 according to 
the national police agency. Relatives said 
they believed the men left of their own 
choice and did not meet with foul play. 

Job-related reasons were listed by their 
families as the most common factor in the 
disappearances. Work and family tensions 
are also commonly cited as major factors m 
increases in mental health counseling 


among men in recent years. 

Several studies suggest more and more 
men are suffering from overwork at Japan's 
mighty corporations, and that a lack of 
privacy at home, a sense of declining power 
within the family and general alienation 
from family members makes some men 
dread going home after work. 

Psychiatrist Toni Sekiya knows some of 
the most severely affected victims of this 
malady. On any given night, his Tokyo 
clinic houses three to eight lodgers who 
can't face going home at all. . 

“Although it only started a few years 
ago, there are many men on the brink of 
falling into this kind of depression." Sekiya 
said. 

Sekiya's clinic treats men who suffer 
from depression associated with alienation 


from ibrir families. In all. he has treated 
only about 60 men with the problem, but 
says a surge in patients has occurred in (he 
past two years. 

Some 40 per cent of male employees at 
Japan's top corporations surveyed by me 
Fukoku Mutual Life Insurance company 
say they choose not logo home at least once 
a week. Of those. 6 1 percent said they spend 
the nights drinking with friends, w hile over 
one-third said they drink alone. 

Meanwhile, dissatisfaction with work 
and a greater sense of persona! freedom 
have turned job-hopping from taboo to 
trend. 

Labour Ministry statistics show a 40 per 
cent increase over the lastihreey carsinjob- 
hopping among men. which was almost 
unheard of iust 10 vears ago. 


These statistics worry the ministry, 
w-hich recently decided to introduce job 
counseling services and employment 
seminars for college students and workers 
■o stem the increase. 

The Ministry believes the problem i> 
mostly due to college students deciding 
about jobs before they form ideas of what 
they want to do Wuh a Labour shortage 
and companies anxious to recruit capable 
workers, students often commit to jobs 
they know hiilc about tnanv months. before 
graduating. 

"Most of those making job changes 
belong to the y oung generation. They tend 
to be much more individualistic than their 
fathers,' ' says sociologist Sumiko Iwao, 
who teaches at Tokyo's Keto University .

"The sands of rime in the tropica] hour glass are running 
out fast and we can’t turn it upside down and watch the 
sands run out again,” he said. “This is clearly a massive 
challenge, but it' seems to be that we cannot simply go on 
talking about the need to protect the world’s rain forests 
and not create the kind of institutions and mechanisms 
which will actually make that posable.” 
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WASHINTON, Feb 7, (UPI): 
Panhandling, despite a nation- 
wide backlash against it, has 
some defenders who claim it is a 
constitutional right 
But federal judge Leonard 
Sand probably outraged 
majority opinion in the United 
States with his recent ruling that 
begging in New York City's sub- 
ways is a form of free speech 
protected by the first amend- 
ment 

The ruling, which has sparked 
heated editorials and debate, 
could have widespread implica- 
tions in a nation where half the 
states ban or limit begging, it 
could prove persuasive in future 
panhandling cases. 

Predictably, Mitch Snyder, 
perhaps the nation's best-known 
advocate for the homeless, 
praised the ruling. 

Snyder noted that it was con- 
sistent with Supreme Court find- 
ings that professional fund 
raisers have a first amendment 
right to solicit donations in a 
public places. 

Contending that panhandling 
bans are unenforceable, Snyder 
said, “there’s some activity you 
just can't regulate. When people 
are desperate, they will beg." 

Snyder, of course, was refer- 
ring to those who panhandle in 
order to eat. But many of 
Washington's panhandlers eat 
and sleep at the homeless shelter 
Snyder established on Capitol 
Hill 

Alhough adequately fed and 
housed, some of them continue 


to beg on the streets in order to 
support alcohol and drug addic- 
tions that have rendered them 
desperate. 

The begging backlash in New 
York comes from subway riders 
outraged by the aggressive 
entreaties of panhandlers who 
harass and intimidate them. 

In Washington, daily com- 
muters who once donated money 
to street people now object to the 
increasing numbers of them who 
beg and sleep at subway entran- 
ces. 

Complaints from the public in 
Milwaukee prompted an ordin- 
ance that sets a fine for panhan- 
dling. 

“It's effective to the point that 
we don't have a lot of begging in 
public,’’ police Capt George 
Hegerty said. 

Drew Cooper, 22, a student at 
Marquette University near dow- 
ntown Milwaukee, agreed. 

“I usually see one guy every 
two or three days,” she said. 
That’s about it, though. Once 
they ask, ifyou rqect them it’s no 
problem. They don't hassle you 
or anything.” 

But Milwaukee is not New 
York, where city fathers felt 
compelled to devise a military- 
style strategy to rid the subways 
of panhandlers 
The New York Metropolitan 
Transit Authority’s operation 
enforcement was barely chug- 


enforcement was barely chug- 
ging along when it was derailed 
by a class-action suit filed on 
behalf of Papa Joe Walley and 
other homeless panhandlers.

Judge Lawrence SUberman of 
the US circuit court of appeals 
also asked why North was not 
allowed to see written answers 
Reagan supplied to inves- 
tigators.

Lynch told the court hearing 
North’s appeal that the former 
president’s written answers, 
which were supplied to a federal 
grand jury investigating the Iran- 
Contra scandal, would not have 
been helpful

ing a defendant with a wulerange 
ofmaterial for possible use in his 
defence. 

“What troubles me is we don’t 
have a very good idea” of what 
the president’s testimony would 
have been, said .Sfiberman. 

Iran-Contra involved the 
illegal diversion of money from 
secretUS arms sales to Iran to the 
Nicaraguan Contra rebels when 
such assistance was banned by 
law. 

North’s attorney, Barry 
Simon, argued that Reagan 
should have Men called to testify 
to show that he authorised keep- 
ing secret the US connection to a 
November 1985 shipment of 
Hawk missiles from Israel to 
Iran. 

Reagan's appearance had 
been called for at the time of 
North's trial last year but judge, 
Gerhard Gesell, rejected the 
request. He ruled there was no 
evidence in the record to suggest 
that the former president author- 
ised any illegal activities by 
north. 

On Monday, US district judge 
Harold Greene ordered Reagan 
to provide videotaped testimony 
at the Fob 20 Iran-Contra trial of 
former National Security Adv- 
iser John Poindexter. The judge 
gave Reagan and President 
George Bush until Friday if they 
wanted to invoke executive 
privilege to avoid testimony by 
the formerpraldanL 
Greene also renewed his order ! 
that Reagan immediately turn 
over 33 diary entries to Poindex- 
ter. Reagan invoked executive 
privilege on that order. 

Norm was convicted on May 
4, 1989, of obstructing Congress, 
altering and destroying National 
Security Council documents and 
accepting an illegal gratuity. He 
was sentenced to two years 
probation, fined SI 50,000 and 
ordered to perform 1,200 hours 
of community service.

PAARL, South Africa. Feb 7, (AP): Continuing to 
delay Nelson Mandela's release could cost the 
government momentum in seeking reform talks 
with the disenfranchised black majority, said an 
anti-apartheid leader who met with the imprisoned 
•black leader yesterday. 

The Rev. Allan Boesak said Mandela wants the 
government to lift the 3 1 -2-year-old state of emer- 
gency and free all political prisoners, but would 
accept freedom if the demands were not met 

“His release is not in his own hands,” Boesak said. 
“It is the responsibility of the South African govern- . 
ment to release him.” 

The government wants Mandela, the most 
popular leader among South Africa's blacks, to play 
a conciliatory role when he emerges after more than 
27 years in prison. He has been mentioned as a 
possible mediator of black-white talks on power- 
sharing called for by President F.W. de Klerk. 

If his demands are not met, Mandela will agree to 
leave prison “but he will state his unhappiness with 


the government,” said Boesak, president of the 
Worid Alliance of Reformed Churches. 

Boesak said Mandela did not know when he 
might go free and was engaged in “intense contacts” 
with the government 

“He must be released soon or de Klerk will lose 
momentum,” Boesak said after he and his wife, 
Dorothy, met with Mandela for more than three 
hours at Victor Verster prison farm north of Cape 
Town. 


De Klerk, in a speech Friday, lifted a 30-year ban 

on Mandela's African National Congress, eased 


restrictions on other opposition groups and said 
Mandela, 71, would be freed soon. 

Mandela considered the speech “bold, 
and hopeful” but did not believe it 
the way for talks between the government 
and ANC, Boesak said.

Helmsley 
denies her 
remarks 

NEW YORK, Feb 7, (AP): Con- 
victed tax evader Leona Helm- 
sley , a billionaire, denies ever tell- 
ing a housekeeper “only the little 
people pay taxes" and predicts 
she won't go to jail. 

In her first interview since her 
August conviction, Helmsley 
told a US television network. 
Fox, that the quote attributed to 
her during her trial on tax 
evasion charges was “an out- 
and-out lie ” 

“This is the most ludicrous, 
ridiculous thing that ever hap- 
pened to me in my entire life. ... 
We paid a fortune in taxes and 1 
sat down with a housekeeper, 
and I said, ‘do you know that 
only the little people pay taxes,’ " 
he said. 

“This is nonsense,” she said. 
“I'm the one paying the taxes. 
We paid S344 million. ... 1 really 
don’t know where it came from." 

Helmsley, convicted of evad- 
ing more than SI. 2 million in 
taxes between 1983 and 1985, 
was sentenced to four years in 
prison and ordered to pay S7.1 
million fine and S1.7 million in 
back taxes. 

Asked how she would survive 
if her appeal fails, Helmsley said: 
“El went to jail? I’m not going to 
jail. I’ve done nothing. 1 can't 
believe ... that the system in the 
United States of America has 
stopped working."

Lee did not disclose the amount of defence spend- 
ing South Korea envisions in the coming years, but 
said his military would earmark more money for 
research and development to produce missiles, com- 
bat planes, submarines and other sophisticated 
weapons in the early 2000s. 

South Korea, he said, spent only 1.5 per cent of its 
defence budget on research and development in 
1980, but the amount will be increased to 3 percent 
in 1996 and 7 percent in 2000. 

South Korea depends almost entirely on the 
United States for its weapons systems, but the 


country recently has made impressive progress in 
developing its own weapons, including new army 
tanks more suited to Korean terrain. 

South Korean defence spending is fixed at 6 per 
cent of its gross national product, which expanded 
at an annual rate of 8 to 9 per cent during the past 
decade. Last year's Korean GNP was estimated at 
$194 billion. 

As a deterrent to what he called the growing

Drugs in sex orgies 


SEOUL, Feb 7, (AP): Nine people including a 
department store president, a film star and a run- 
nerup in the Miss Korea pageant were arrested and 
charged with using illegal drugs in sex orgies, 
prosecutors said today. 

Prosecutors said the women involved were 
accused of taking the drugs while providing sexual 
services to wealthy businessmen, some of them 
foreigners, and were part of a high-class prostitution 
ring operating in South Korea and Japan. Prostitu- 
tion is illegal in South Korea. 

All were charged with violating the drug control 
law, which carries a penalty of up to 10 years in 
prison, prosecutors said. They said the suspects were 
charged with using marijuana and crystal metham- 
phetamme. 

Those under arrest were identified as Khn Taek, 


33, president of the Yongdongdepartmentstore, 26- 
year-old Choe Un-Hi, a model and runnerup in the 
1985 Miss Korea pageant, and Chon Se-Yong, 25, 
an award-winning ram star currently appearing in 
the movie “It’s Time to Go to Bed.” 

Also arrested were three television actresses, a 
woman, identified as an agent for prostitutes, and 
two fashion models. 

Prosecutor Chae Dong-Uk of the Seoul district 
prosecutor’s office said the arrests confirmed “the 
drug problems is no longer just a problem of crime- 
ridden districts.” 

Chae said the arrests were the result of an inves- 
tigation launched last December and were part of 
the country's overall effort to contain the spread of 
illegal drugs.

Costlier than defence budget in Japan 

Business entertainment 


TOKYO, Feb 7, (AP): The Maitre D’ guides . 
your party through the twilight gloom of the ’ 
bar. You and your host, a manager in an 
immensely powerful Japanese bank, are invited 
to sit on a large divan. 

Y ou are at dinner at one ofTokyo's countless 
elegant restaurants, where Kimono-clad 
women serve exquisite dishes, washed down 
with tiny cups ot hot sake. The sake may be 
flecked with bits of gold. 

And the cost of dinner may be more than 
S3.000. 

Afterwards, your banker companion sug- 
gests going to “his bar” for a night cap. There, a 
pretty young woman in a leather miniskirt 
snuggles against male guests' shoulders, pour- 
ing whiskey. Whiskey, in fact, seems to be the 
only drink in the house. Another hostess tights 
customers' cigarettes. 

The bill for the bar more than 5600- 
Japan’s top restaurants and bars spare noth- 
ing on luxury. But the cost of Japanese business 
entertainment has gone through the roof. 

Despite foreigners' complaints, a plea from 
the business community, and a political scandal 
that grew in part out of the wining and dining of 
officials, corporate entertainment spending 
continues to nse. 

These days, dinner for four at a swank 
“ryotei” restaurant — where geisha hold forth 
with mournful ballads and witty stories and 
guests feast on prawns so fresh they wriggle on 
the plate — can cost one million yen ($6,900). 

Yet many Japanese companies expect iheir 
executives to entertain clients several nights a 
week at such restaurants and hostess bars. 

In 1 989. the cost of entertaining climbed 8.7 
per cent to a record 4.5S trillion yen ($31 
billion), according to the national tax adminis- 


tration, surpassing the 4.14 trillion yen ($29 
billion) budgeted for Japan's defence. 

The rise occurred despite a call from Keidan- 
ren, the nation's leading business organization, 
for restraint in the wake of the Recruit Co. 
scandal over alleged bribery of numerous 
politicians, bureaucrats and businessmen. 

The money is spent not so much on dosing 
deals as building dose relationships. 

For small companies, entertainment expen- 
ses can make up 20 per cent to 30 per cent of 
project costs, he said. 

This kind of effort can hobble a foreign 
enterprise in Japan. 

Robert J. Collins, President of the American 
Club in Japan dies golf as evidence. 

He says a golf excursion with prestigious 
guest can easily run to half a milli on yen 
($3,500). 

Laying it on May include sending a limousine 
or even a helicopter for the guest and providing 
luxury accommodations by the green. 

With long traffic jams snarling the highways 
out ofTokyo every weekend, “you go out there 
the night before, stay up late drinking, get up at 
dawn and go out in the rain and play all day 
long,'* Collins said. 

“Then you drive four hours back to Tokyo 
and never once has anyone said a word about 
business.” 

Collins said the object is to endure as ordeal 
together. 

Afterwards, he said, “I can get on the phone 
to a company chairman and he'll come out of 
meeting to talk to his golfing buddy.” 

After-hours entertainment follows tediously 
predictable patterns, Collins said: “Mutual 
appreciation over dinner, then some gossip.

BELGRADE, Feb 7, (Reuter): 
Yugoslavia’s federal Parliament 
takes up the Kosovo crisis today 
in a debate certain to highlight 
regional Feuds threatening to tear 


President Janez Dmovsek will 
open the emergency debate with 
a report on an 1 1-day rampage 
by ethnic Albanians, mostly 
Muslims, in which 29 people 
were killed and 176-in jured. 

The Kosovo crisis has brought 
to the surface deep-seated 
animosities among Yugoslavia's 
eight republics and provinces — 
divided over language, religion 
and ethnic roots. 

The eight-member rotating 
presidency, held by the Republic 
of Slovenia, has called the 
Kosovo riots a direct threat to 
the country’s integrity and 
advocated moderation. 

Dmovsek is expected to press 
home this theme, putting him 
and some other members of the 
presidency, on a collision course 
with Serbia, the biggest republic 
which is determined to crush 
demands for more autonomy by 
ethnic Albanians. 

Serbian leader Slobodan 
Milosevic rejected any com- 
promise on the Kosovo issue on 
Monday, and blasted the collec- 
tive presidency for tardy action 
to stop the violence. 

Most members of the 
presidency, which takes 


decisions by majority vote, were 
reluctant to impose a solution by 
force. Federal riot' police, troops 
and tanks were sent in to restore 
order and the rioting subsided 
over the weekend. 

The split between those, such 
as Serbia, which want a hardline 
central government stand to sup- 
press any rioting, and those 
pushing for political com- 
promise. such as Slovenia, is cer- 
tain to spark heated debate 
today. 

A drunken Y ugoslav 
policeman went on a shooting 
spree with his rifle in riot-tom 
Kosovo province, wounding two 
teenagers and killing a cow, a 
local official said today.

Japan places satellites into orbit with the help of two-stage rocket 


TOKYO. Feb 7, (AP): A two-stage rocket 
successfully lifted three satellites into their 
planned orbits today, the National Space 
Development Agency said. 

' An agency official, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said the H-l rocket was 
launched at 10:33 am (0133 GMT) from 
Nasda's Space Centre on the island of 
Tanegashima, 985 kilometres (616 miles) 
southwest ofTokyo. 

The official said a 740-kilogramme 
( 1 ,628-pound) marine observation 


satellite separated from the rocket 40 min- 
utes after the launching and entered its 
orbit for a two-year mission to collect data 
on the surface of the sea and earth. 

Twelve minutes later, he added, an 
experimental satellite known as & deploya- 
ble boom and umbrella test separated 
from the rocket and another five seconds 
later, a satellite to be used by amateur 
radio operators detached. 

He said the 50-kilogrammes (110- 
pound) experimental satellite will orbit 


only 10 days, sending back data on 
mechanical movements m space.

Romania is in the throes of the 
first known epidemic of child- : 

hood Aids caused by contamin- 
ated blood and the constant 
reuse of needles, a French 
humanitarian organisation said. 

Dr Jacques Leras, president of 
the Paris-based Doctors of the 
World, urged the international 
health community to provide 
Romania with disposable need- 
less and blood-screening equip- 
ment to try to stop the epidemic. 

“We know Aids from people 
who lake drugs, homosexuals, 
and hetrosexuals in Africa, but 
for the first time in the history of 
Aids, we are confronted with 
childhood Aids.” he said. 

“It’s an epidemic,” he said 
“It’s on the level of famine. It’s an 
international emergency.” 

The Ro manian outbreak is 
imioue because it does not - 
involve the transmission of the 
virus from mother to child, as 
happens elsewhere in the world, 
i but from contaminated blood 
transfusions and needles, he said. 

: “In the adult population, the 
incidence of Aids is very low,” 
Lebas said “More than 98 per 
cent of mothers (of infected chil- 
dren) are free of infection.” 

The problem of childhood 
Aids is compounded by the wide- 
spread use of tiny blood trans- 
fusions (10 to 20 cubic cms) as a 
treatment for premature babies, 
sick children and the thousands 
of youngsters suffering from 
malnutrition, he said 

• Aids in Romania was virtually 
unknown under communist dic- 
tator Nicolae Ceausescu, who 
■was toppled in December, 
because he consideredit “a state 
secret,” Lebas said 

• Last month. Dr LudovicPaun 
of the infectious diseases depart- 
mental Bucharest's Victor Babes 
hospital said 69 people had

“Small children are prone to 
gel full-blown Aids and Aids- 
related diseases because they 
have an immature (immune) sys- 
tem.

EAST BERLIN, Feb 7, (Reuter): A new opinion poll shows that East Ger- 
many's revived Social Democrats (SPD) are set to run away with the nation's 
first free elections, a race increasingly dominated by the influence of West 
German political parties. 

The poll also showed a massive increase in support for Germ an unification. It 
said 76 per cent of East Germans backed it compared with 48 per cent in 
November. 

The survey said the SPD, heavily backed by the Social Democrats in the West, 
would win 54 per cent of the vote if an election was held now. 

That put them way ahead of both the widely discredited but still-governing 
co mm u nis ts and also the pro-democracy movements which powered East 
Germany's peaceful revolution last autumn. 

“There is too much interference in the election campaign by Western parties," 
said Gerd Poppe of the initiative for peace and human rights, echoing the views 
of many East Germans who feel denied a full chance to build their own 
democracy. 

Poppc's group, the umbrella organisation New Forum, and the smaller 
Democracy Now announced today they would fight the March 1 8 election on a 
single centre-left slate, although they had noL yet decided whether to field joint 
candidates. _

He said that the decision was j 
taken to sort out existing j 
negative phenomena in the coun- 
try which badly reflected on 
landlords doe to the failure to 
carry out necessary services for 
their buildings. 

He lauded the high rate of res- 
ponse to the municipality 
decision by building owners, 
pointing out that 50 per cent of 
the buildings under facelift had 
been finished and that 75 per cent 
of owners had contacted the 
relevant personnel at the mun- 
icipality to learn of what stipula- 
tions and specifications they had 
to heed in this respect. 


WASHINGTON, Feb 7, (Agen- 
cies): Defence Secretary Dick 
Cheney has instructed US 
military leaders to draw up new 
war plans for both the Gulf and 
Southeast Asia in the light of a 
much reduced Soviet threat, 
published reports said today. 

The Washington Post and the 
New York Times said military 
leaders had been told to scrub 
plans for defending Iran in the 
event of a Soviet drive towards 
Gulf oilfields. 

They had also been told to 
cater for the possibility that the 
United States would have to give 
up two major bases in the Philip- 
pines. 

The instructions were con- 
tained in a classified document, 
signed by Cheney, intended as 
the foundation for US military 
planning for 1 992 to 1 997. 

The document formalises 
Washington's assessment of a 
dramatically reduced threat 
from Soviet and other Warsaw 
Pact forces in Europe, the papers 


said, citing a senior defence 
department official. 

The guidelines said the new 
military focus in the Gulf should 
be securing oil supplies by defen- 
ding Saudi Arabia and the sheik- 
doms on the Arabian Peninsula 
against regional threats that ' 

^The^oaTof defending Iran in 
the event of Soviet attack was the 
focus of intense US military 
planning after the Soviet 
mtervenuon in Afghanistan in 
1979. 

Operation 

Central Command, based in 
Tampa, Florida, was established 
to handle the planning and to 
direct any military operations in 
the Gulf area. This command 
handled the navy patrols of the 
Gulf and escorts of Kuwaiti tan- 
kers under the US flag in 1987 
against Iranian attacks, activity 
drastically curtailed after the end 
of the Iran-Iraq war.

He added that the reports also covered a list of the 
projects that could be implemented within the foll- 
owing two years, 88/89 and 89/90, submit proposals 
on the regulation of work progress on projects to be 
implemented within the framework of the interim 
plan for 1988/1990 and establishing the related work 
priorities. 

Water 

He said the reports submitted by the sub-commit- 
tees on the assessment of natural resources revealed 
that the interim works would require 4.6 mfilion 
gallons of brackish underground water per day, 
22.65 million gallons of treated effluent daily, 379 
million gallons of industrial effluent per day, 801 
million gallons of desalinated water daily. 

He said that all this water is valid for agricultural 
purposes except industrial and waste water which 
needed special processing to refine its quality, 
adding that desalinated water would be possible to 
use on afforestation projects (salinity not exceeding 
6000m g/litre). 

He said that all available water supplies, except 
underground water, were unusable for afforestation 
and agricultural projects on the designated sites, the 
reason being the absence of a tramnisaon water 
network to carry the water supply from the produc- 


tive construction of gardens, parks, streets, inter- 
changes, motorways, public and landscaping. 

He also said that the existing number of gardens 
totalled 101 withasum spare ofl64 hectares, adding 
that 140 streets had already been landscaped with a 
total length of 256km. 74km of six main roads were 
landscaped too, while 3,000 hectares remained 
untouched. 

Sabah said that grazing desert lands were not 
indtxded in the greening works, except for the execu- 
tion of- small-scale works, which nevertheless 
remained below the required standard and had not 
been adequately maintained: 

He stressed the need for urgent maintenance 
service for vegetated areas to stop the ongoing 
disintegration process resulting from lack of main- 
tenance and erroneous grazing patterns. 

He said that the maintenance of landscaped areas 
was confined to public gardens, landscaping motor- 
ways and . streets, besides the .implementation of 


the supervision of the authority ana the public 
works ministry. 

He pointed out the annual cost per square metre 
varied between KD2 to 4.5 adding thatthe authority 
provided maintenance sendees for landscaped areas 
particularly afforestation works; however the exist- 
ing landscaped works suffered from the absence of 
the ‘evergreen look’ which was the result of 
deficiency m details on the exact water requirements 
for these areas. 

Sabah added that this led in certain areas to over- 
irrigation and the results were negative and reveal- 
ing of the need of profound studies to be able to 
accurately estimate the required water supply quan- 
tities.

Children’s welfare 
conference opens 

BAHRAIN places strong importance on Its endeavourto ensure child 
welfare so as to have a nation of healthy and educated children 
necessary for a prosperous future, according to the island's health 
minister, Jawod A! Arrayed. 

Addressing the opening day of a major United Nations Childrens 
Fund (Unicef) conference at the Gulf Hotel, Arrayed underlined the 
need to foster child welfare covering health, education and social 
fields towards the next century by calling for long-term plans that 
would sustain child welfare gains as well as improve existing 
facilities. In this context he said that Bahrain is committed with the 
rest ofthe world to ensure the growth and development of child care 
through a series of well planned programmes and strategies in the 
coming years. 

The health minister said that Bahrain is a pioneer in implementing 
primary health care in the region lhanks to the gawmmenfs early 
realisation of the need to promote the cause of children in every 
aspect in the community. Health education programmes with a 
curriculum designed on present needs have also helped to 
accelerate the government's child welfare goals, he added. 

The minister praised the role of Unicef in the field of child care 
through its dedicated team of officials everywhere. 

Focus 

Sabah AI Alawi, Gulf area representative of Unicef based m Riyadh, 
described Bahrain as the focal point of international attention with 
regard to the welfare of children. He so id that the island is a source of 
Inspiration in view of its pioneering efforts and the impressive 
performance in reducing infant mortality, child imfnunisation and 
the overall social and economic development. 

Richard Rekt Chief of Unicef in the region, highlighted the 
achievement in the cause of child welfare in the world. According to 
him child immunisation in the developing world has imprwed from 
about 10 per cent a decode back to about 70 present today. This 
effort he added is saving about 2 million children every year. 

The regional Unicef chief also praised Bahrain's achievement in 
reducing infant mortality rale to half Of what it was in 1 980. Child 
mortality rate in the island is among the lowest in the world, with 
about 20 deaths per 1000 live births compared with the world 
average of 65-75 for developing countries. 


Double 
support 
for PLO:

JEDDAH, Feb 7, (Kuna): Citing 
Israel’s refusal to the policy of 
moderation and concessions by 
the PLO, the Secretary-General 
of the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference H anted Al Gabid 
said, in an address at the 
ceremonies marking the 20th 
anniversary of the OIC that the 
Islamic world has no choice but 
to double its support to the just 
struggle of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. 

He pointed out that the OIC 
supports the convocation of an 
international conference on the 
Middle East peace with the par- 
ticipation of the five permanent 
members of the Security Council 
and the concerned parties includ- 
ing the PLO. 

On the situation in Afj 
tan, Gabid urged the OIL mem- 
ber states and the international 
community to continue backing 
the Afghan people until they take 
control of their country. 

He also appealed to the 
Afghan mujanedeen to close 
ranks so they can achieve their 
goal, noting that divisions will 
lead to nowhere. 

Gabid expressed fear of the 
slow pace of negotiations bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran despite the 
cohtinuous efforts by the UN 
Secretary-General Javier Peres 
de Cuellar in this regard.

Kuwait and its security and 
stability. 

In this context, the sources 
told the Arab Times that the 
Crown Prince told the meeting 
frankly that the security of 
Kuwait is a trust that never 
leaves his thinking.

Rubi added: "This meeting 
dearly indicates the desire of all 
honest Kuwaitis for direct and

He added that Sheikh; Saad 
spoke about the internal, 
regional and international situa- 
tions and reviewed world 
developments and their effect on 
our region and our country. 

We round that the views on 
this issue are identical,” Rubi 
said. 

He said that Sheikh Saad also 
insisted on the need for a united 
internal front. Sheikh Saad, 
Rubi added, did not show any 
difference from the constant 
Kuwaiti factors that character- 
ised the Kuwaiti political system 
during the past years.

The former National Assem- 
bly speaker, Ahmad Al Saadoun 
said that the Crown Prince con- 
centrated during the meeting on 
the negative aspects which 
prevailed during the past two 
National Assemblies.

A NINE-v ear-old boy was on 
Tuesday allegedly left on his own 
by the Kuwait English School 
management to find his way 
home because he did not wear a 
blazer. The boy, according to his 
mother, took a taxi and went 
home. 

"I called the school five limes, 
and I got through. Bui my call 
was not taken,” she claims. The 
school secretary apparently told 
her that if it was about the 
"bUzer issue”, her call would not 
be accepted. 

About a hundred students of 
all ages were asked to go home on 
Tueday, and some were given a 
terse warning yesterday. Some 
students were sent borne with 
blazers, and an invoice Tor 
payment. One parent claimed 
that at least 90 children were 
asked to go home yesterday and 
some were kept away from clas- 
ses. She said five students were 
allegedly expelled, and others 
have been given two weeks tobuy 
a blazer or face expulsion. 

“The issue is not about money, 
or about buying blazers; its 
about how our children are being 
handled at the school; it’s a moral 
issue.” said another parent. 

A blazer costs between KD1 1 
and 14. 

About 50 parents met at the 
home of one of them to discuss 
their children’s welfare at the 
school. They shifted the venue of 
their meeting from the KES 
premises when some school tea- 
chers, whose children study at 
the school, attempted to put 
uncalled for pressure on parents 
to accept the school’s point of 
view, and “spy” on them. 

The parents decided to submit 
a letter today to the Minister of 
Education Anwar Al Nouri, 
complaining about the alleged 
harassment of their children by 
the KES managanent. S imilar 
letters of complaint were yester- 
day submitted to the Assistant 
Undersecretary for Private 
Education, Dr Yacoub Al 
Sharrah, 

One of the parents told the 
Arab Times that they were not 
too happy with the non-commit- 
tal attitude of the ministry 
officials, who, she claimed, told 
them to "go back and buy the 
blazers.” 

“We are addressing two 
separate issues: the attitude of 
the management towards our 
children and the issue of the 
blazers,” said another parent. 

“I don’t pay KD 1,200 in fees 
so that my child sits in a class 
witbouta teacher, oris sent home 
because he was not wearing a 
blazer,” said a concerned parent. 

“Some of the best students 
were prevented from attending 
class because they did not have 
blazers,” said another. Their 
worry is that with the GSCE 


The parents admitted they had 
received circulars from the 
school management. They did 
not take them seriously because 
similar memos are issued as a 
matter of normal procedure each 
year. "For nine years, not a single 
student was sent home because 
he did not wear a blazer, we 
didn't take the memos 
seriously,” said a parent. 

"They (management l should 
have called a meeting and 
explained the situation to us; we 
respect the rules and would have 
conformed, ’* said another 


parent. 

They feel the management 
chose Lhe wrong time to impose 
the rule. “Winter will be over in a 
few weeks time; we would like 
them to defer the decision to the 
staa of the next scholastic year, 
and we’ll abide by their 
decision,” he suggested. 

Some parents also complained 
about alleged irregularities like 
taking an extra KD75 deposit for 
registration and the reduced 
number of school days. A normal

Management calls it 
a matter of discipline

THE Chairman of Kuwait English School (KES) Jassem Ai 
Saddah has said that the school management has been receiving 
threatening letters from parents of pupils not wearing the com- 
plete school uniform. Blazers ore a part of the uniform. 

Saddah said; "We have received threatening letters, and phone 
calls, from some parents, using very, very bud language." 

He denied claims that his school is"making money” on school 
uniforms and blazers, as was alleged by some parents yesterday. 

"I've given 20 canons of school uniform for charity. Will’ a 
man like me go in for commerce?" he asks. 

Reponedly, the management took up the blazer issue seriously 
after some students turned out in “untidy" shin sleeves at a 
ceremony to honour them and the management decided to set 
things right and implement the rules. 

School principal Mrs Rhoda Muhmood said the problem 
escalated when pupils defied the ruling and did not abide by the 
repeated management circulars, informing parents that the win- 
ter uniform regulations must be followed from Nov 18, 1989 to 
March 14, 1990. The school management sent circulars to 
parents on Sept 18, 1989, Oct 25, 1989, Jan 21 and 24 (junior 
srction).The latest memo was sent by the school chairman on Jan 

The circular, issued on Sept 18, says: “Parents are requested to 
ensure that all pupils report for school with the appropriate 
regular wear as directed. Pupils are expected to adhere to these 
rules and can be excluded from classes or sent home for being 
incorrectly dressed.” 

Mrs Muhmood admitted that a group of 12 pupils were sent 
home Tuesday when they came to school without the "full 
uniform” and were not wearing blazers. She denied that some 
children “were put in taxis without parental consent" and "sent 
home unescorted.” She also denied that children were "dismis- 
sed.” 

‘Tmamothermyself.andlwouldnTsendachild unescorted,” 
she said. 

“Thirteen days after the last circular, students arc still defying 
the rules. We could have taken the easy way out and ignored the 
matter. But we decided to take a firm stand on the blazer issue,” 
she explained. 

Mrs Muhmood defended the school’s stance saying it is a 
matter of discipline. 

“If we allow some children to get away, a lot of children might 
become militant. Its a matter of discipline,’’ she stressed. 

She said that because of the “adamance of the older students 
“It became a matter of prime concern when it became a teenage 
issue. Some elemen is made it an issue of defiance of authority; the 
uniform is its symbol," she said. 

“We can’t ignore the issue; we are answerable to the commun- 
ity of parents. And if we are applying a rule, it has to be applied 
across the board,” she explained.

Blind theologian 
remains enigma 

FAYOUM, Egypt, (Reuter): At dusk a blind man in long white j 
robes is led by his three sons from his home to themosque across the 
road. i I 

The Egyptian authorities regard Sheikh O mar Abdel- Rahman I j 
— the Muslim theologian accused but acquitted of inciting the j 
assassination of president Anwar Sadat in 1981 — as one of the 
country’s most dangerous men. I 

He is living under house arrest, cooped up on two floors of a small I 
government-subsidised home in F ay oum, a pretty oasis city south- 
east of Cairo, with two wives and eight children. 

Leader 

The 52-year-old spiritual leader of the outlawed Jamaa El- j 
Islamia is on trial for alleged involvement in street clashes last April, 
but a court order has freed him pending the verdict. 

Officially Sheikh Omar can go where he wants, but more than a 1 
dozen, security guards around his house turn away visitors. 1 

He is allowed out once a day to cross a dusty unpaved street to 
attend evening prayers at the tiny Sayed Kamel mosque. The guards 
fend off anyone trying to talk to him on his way there. j j 

The guards point to a sign above the house’s door-saying it is a 
nursery schooL I j 

“And I am the headmaster of the school,’’ said one man, his face 
nearly covered by a brown muffler, dark glasses and a black cap, 
who ordered journalists to leave — so as not to disturb the children. 

Sheikh Omar’s only contact with the outside world is the tele- 
phone. 

He says he is not even allowed to attend the noon prayers on a

Police found 6.5 kg (14 pounds) of heroin with explosives believed to 
belong to Saleh's group bidden in a forest cache shortly before his arrest 
in 1987. 

Fourvd demanded the same sentence fox Lebanese bomb expert 
Haidar Habib, who is wanted under an international arrest warrant and 
is being tried in bis absence. 

Saleh, his wife and eight others are suspected of carrying out s 
bombing bhtzon Paris shops, restaurants and railway stations in 1985-86 
which killed 13 people ana injured 250.

*Tve stopped teQing people 
not to compare me with my gran?- 
dfather, gradually. I’ve learnt to 
live in the shadow of both Bade* 
Ghulam Ali and my father” he 
says. 

Reza belongs to the well- 
knowja Patiala Gharana (a 
family of • professional 
musicians), exponents of the 
Hindustani style of music which 
developed during the time of the 
Mugfaals on the matrix of rich 
Indian heritage interacting with 
Persian- Arabic influences, inter- 
mingling ideas and techniques. 
The Patiala Gharana is a mixture 
of four big gharanas, Delhi, 
Jaipuri, Dagar and MuradabadL 
The later part of the 19th century 
saw the revival of the Hindustani 
style, and despite diminishing 
princely patronage, prominent 
musicians revived the art and 
science of Hindustani music. 
Among the revivalists were Pan- 
-dit Vishnu Digainber followed 
by virtuoso stalwarts like Ustad 
Fateh Ali Khan, Ali Baksh Jar- 
nail and Bade Ghulam Ali Khan. 

Reza, in his own way, is carry- 
ing on the mantle thrnst on him 
by birth and his own quest for 
musical excellence. Music flows 
in his blood; rhythm and melody 
come as naturally to him as fish 
takes to water. Although he was 
introduced to music at the age of 
5, it was not until he was 14 that 
he took it up as a serious voca- 
tion. He has not looked back 
since, first experimenting with 


jazz and trying out Hght classical 
music and settling tor 
muse. 

In the late 1970s, he formed a 
jazz band, experimenting with 
musical forms Indian and Wes- 
tern. Although it was an 
invigorating experience, it did 
not last long arid he returned to 
Ins roots, studying the twdve- 
tone complex of Hindustani 
music. The 12-tones, he says, is 
the substance out of which scales 
and tunes give rise to variations. 
He believes in improvising but 
not at the cost of musical norms. 
During his love-affair with jazz 
he improvised, often blending 
jazz and Hindustani music to 
create off-beat melodies. Sup- 
ported by a deep, resonant con- 
trolled voice, he is already on the 
way to becoming a “ good perfor- 
mer” he craves to be as he treks 
uphill in the competitive world of 
music. 

It's not the competition he is 
worried about. It’s the lack of 
music culture that bothers him as 
he paints a gloomy picture of the 
clerical music scene in India. 
“It’s a bad time for Indian clas- 
sical music,” he says. Despite 
concerted efforts to train 
musicians? “Yes,” he says. 

Reza says that people are 
training in the theory ana history 
of music while neglecting it's 
practical applications. “So, we 
nave many historians and 
theoreticians but not many per- 
formers,” he says. 

“People who don't know the 
a-b-c of music are running the 


places; they do what others tell 
them to do.” he chums. And, as 
an example, he rites the Sangeet 
Research Academy, which he 
says has not turned out “even 
one musician of repute”. 

He also decries the bureau- 
cratic basstes ) favouritism and 
politicisation of music centres in 
India . “They are wasting their 
time,” he says. 

Reza is noL He is using every 
moment of his life to make every 
mehfil the “best performance" of 
his life. And prepares to take 
fame in his stride. 

For Reza, “music is an 
emotional experience, a means to 
make listeners laugh or cry, 
depending on the sound of 
music.” Although articulate, the 
only time he has difficulty 
expressing himself is when you 
ask him what music means to 
him. 

“It’s yet to be a spiritual 
experience, I can't express my 
feelings about music in words,” 
he says. But when the lights dim 
and he caresses his harmonium, 
and his accompanist Saleem 
plays the tabla, the rhythm and 
melody flow in unison. It seems 
inconsequential what he is ring- 
ing — a khayaL, a thumri, zaga 
darbari or a Gbatib ghazal. 

¥or Reza, the°mehfiJs, per- 
haps, are the launch pad for the 
fame to come. For listeners, his 
rendition is an experience to 
cherish. And one day, he might 
just emerge from his grandfath- 
er’s shadow and shine on his 
own.

Overseas Financial Services 

IN my last arude, I outlined the idea 
of a ten year unit linked Life 
Assurance Plan and I would now like 
to dwell on that subject a little longer 
since it is one of die most useful and 
important tools available to anyone 
shaping an overall financial plan. 
Not only is it efficient as a medium* 
term investment but m most 
can be used as the most efficient long- 
term pension planning veheik also — 
not necessarily on its own, since there 
is no panacea for all ills, but as a 
component part of an overall struc- 
ture. 

Last week 1 described how, instead 
ofissuing one big “policy” for£l .500 
per month, the arrangement, by 
means ofa ample entry into the com- 
puter, issues one hundred policies at 
£ 1 5 per month each. 

However, an arrangement of this 
type must, in most cases, be capable 
of running ten years and you only 
have a five year contract or expec- 
tancy of contract offshore. What to 
do? WelL, the insurance company will 
take your £1500 per month and 
invest the lot £900 into the ten year 
plan and six hundred in a bond of 
some sort, varying from company to 
company.

It is comforting to be able to relate, 
therefore, that nearly all the offshore 
companies are a very safe bet since, 
apart altogether from their parents 
great financial muscle, they are also 
subject to some pretty strict scrutiny 
by the governments in whose juris- 
diction they are based. 

The main bases for these inter- 
national offshoots are the Channel 
Islands — Jersey and Guernsey, the 
Isle of Man and, in continental 
Europe, Luxembourg. In Britain the 
Financial Services Act and the 
Policyholders Protection Act have 
been in force now for over a year and 
the “tax havens'* mentioned are all 
very anxious to achieve “designated 
territory status" under that Finan- 
- dal Services Act; therefore they have 
put into practice policyholders of 
companies based in their territories. 

The Isle of Man, for instance, has a 
voluntary scheme in operation, due 
to become statutory later this year 
which mirrors the UK Policyholders 
Protection Act. This scheme 
provides for a return of 90 per cent of 
the policyholders money in the event 
of one of their insurance companies 
becoming insolvent. This is paid for 
by a levy on the other companies 
operating from island. (This 
“umbrella” only covers those who 
have taken out policies sinw the 
inception- of ohe scheme. -in April 
1988). „ 

Guernsey, hdWijvtt J im xipted for 
a different set ofmks. In this case the 
Guernsey Government requires 
insurance companies operating from 
there to keep 70 per cent of the assets 


underlying ihcir funds with an 
independent custodian trustee and 
lhat custodian trustee has to be both 
approved and supervised by (he 
Superintendent of Insurance Busi- 
ness. 

Luxembourg, however, has gone 
the whole hog and requires insurers 
based there to keep one hundred per 
cent of the relevant assets in the cus- 
tody of a bank which is approved by 
the ministry of finance. Also, if the 
company were to get into trouble and 
the forced to wind up. those «<«*** 
can only be disposed of and dis- 
tributed to the policyholders to 
whom they belong — general 
creditors have no eforim on them 
whatsoever. 

TheOftshorc Finance industry has 
now grown to such a size and is of 
such importance to these offshore 
tax-havens that all the authorities 
concerned are determined to ensure 
that, as far as they can, no breath of 
scandal will ever attach to an insurer 
based in their territories. 

Also, the parent companies keep a 
close watching brief on their offshots 
and the trend nowadays is for the 
smaller companies to be acquired by 
the giants of the business as hap- 
pened recently in the case of Unilife 
of Luxembourg which was taken 
over by the Target Life Assurance 
Company which in turn is owned by 
the Trustee Savings Bank and that 
grouping also includes -HM Samuel, 
the International Merchant Bank. In 
this business big equates to Safe. 

But what of the person, who, for 
one reason or another, wants to buy 
Unit Trusts without a link to Life 
Assurance? Capital, one-off pur- 
chases, are no problem and. although 
not available in the case of every 
group, there are a whole host of com- 
panies offering monthly or annual 
unit purchase schemes. 

However, the choice of the par-, 
ticular 'units is now bock in your 
bands which brings us, full circle, 
back to the question of risk selection. 

1 have dealt with this subject before 
(in a previous article) but, for those 
lie who want the excitement of 
l risk and its possible consequent 
, let me briefly take a look at a 
few of the more controlled funds 
available. 

Futures, especially Commodity 
futures, are a very popular invest- 
ment medium with Expatriates who.

In 
fact what happens is that 60 per cent 
of the initial investment is put into a 
US Treasury Stock and the interest 
thereon, at seven and a half per cent, 
is compounded over tb^ seven yteusi 
thus paying back all the Capital;

dealer gets busy with the remaining

Over the last six or seven years the 
biggest of these funds has shown an 
average profit of 30 per cent per year 
but it must be stressed that tins is m a 
period of tiring Commodity prices — 
wc have stiff to see them perform in a 
defensive role Tor an extended period 
of time. 

And lets have a look at that “yon 
cannot lose” aspect. If, instead of

Another popular investment 
medium is that of Warrant Funds. A 
warrant is merely a guarantee that 
you may buy a share at a time in the 
future at a fixed price. In otberwords, 
it is a Share Option. These warrants 
were issued in large numbers in Japan 
over the last few years and have 
become so popular that the warrants 
have been detached from their 
accompanying original Shares and 
now form a market iq their own right. 
Because of their very nature they 
tend to ream in a geared fashion to 
underlying market trends — on a 
rising market they will be geared at a 
factor of about three and a half to one 
whereas on a falling market the gear- 
ing factor will be three — reflecting 
the management’s expertise in 
defence. 

The best way to use these funds, in 
my humble opinion, is to wait for a 
sharp drop in the market (caused, 
perhaps, by a bout of profit-taking) 
and then buy in. Buying warrants 
towards the upper end of a Bull 
market can have disastrous con- 
sequences. 

A rather more specialised gamble 
could be effected by taking a view on 
the British Gilts market and, in par- 
ticular, lhat old chestnut, the War 
Loan Stocks. These are priced at less 
than half their redempti on price and 
yield about seven and a half per cent 
as a ginning yield. 

However, because of the Budget 
surplnsses of recent years, the UK 
Government seems set on paying off 
its indebtedness and so the Gilt 
market is rapidly shrinking. 

These Gilt Stocks are important to 
the Institutions and, as availability

DAMASCUS. Feb 7, (Reuter): Syria today 
announced its first trade surplus for 30 years, 
fuelled by rising oil exports and a healthier 
private sector, and proposed a budget to 
bo os l efficiency in agriculture and industry. 

Exports more tfiaa doubled to £33.74 
billion (53.01 billion) in 1989 from 15.09 
billion (1.34 billion) the year before, economy 
and Trade Minister Mohammed Imadt was 
quoted bv the official Sana news agency as 
saying. 

Finance Minister Khaled Mahayni on 
Monday presented parliament with a draft 
1990 budget of £61 .875 billion (S5.52 billion), 
up from 57 billion CS5.08 billion) in 1989. 

Mahayni said 87 .6 per cent ofbudget reven- 
ues in 1990 would come from domestic sour- 


ces. higher than last year and up from no more 
than 60 percent between 1980 and 1 985. 

In past years other Arab states including 
Saudi Arabia have given S\ ria substantial aid'. 

lmadisaid orlexportsin 19S9iotalIed£9.14 
billion (SSI 5 million). New fields coming on 
stream boosted output to about 400.000 
barrels a day, against 250.000 in 19§8. 

Pri vate seciorexports of such i terns as food, 
textiles, leather goods and livestock also sur- 
ged to nearly half the total, encouraged by the 
government. 

An austerity drive helped imports fall to 
£23.31 billion (S2.08 billion) from 24.95 
billion (S2.22 billion) in 1988. 

The 1989 trade surplus was £10.44 billion 


(S932 million), against a 1988 deficit of£9.8b 
billion (S880 million). 

The surplus was bcliev ed to be the country's 
first for 30 years, economists said. 

But (hey added that a drought which has hit 
some farm output and the damming of the 
Euphrates River by Turkey partly offset the 
rosy economic picture. 

Ankara is culling the flow into Syria of (he 
Euphrates, a major source of power and 
irrigation, for one month from January 1 3 to . 
fill the Aiaiurk Dam in southeast T urkey. 

Mahayni said big irrigation, agricultural 
and industrial projects would receive funds to 

boost their efficiency. 

As in 1989. budget revenues in 1990 were 
expected to exactly equal spending. 


Indian official meets Iraqi minister 


NICOSIA, Cyprus, Feb 7, (AP): A senior 
Indian official today met in Baghdad with 
Iraqi Foreign Minister Tariq Aziz with the 
subject of Iraq’s $500 milli on debt to India 
high on the agenda. 

The official Iraqi News Agency, monitored 
in Cyprus, reported the meeting between Aziz 
and Muchkund Dubey, a senior official in 
India’s External Affairs Ministry but gave no 


details.

Iraq owes an estimated S30 billion to foreign 
creditors, borrowed during the 1980-88 war 
against Iran.

Qatar has approved setting up an 
Islamic bank with a 100 million 
rial' ($27.4 million) capital as a 
shareholding company, a bank 
spokesman said today. 

Faisal A1 Slaiti, managing 
director of the new Qatari Inter- 
national Islamic Bank, said a 
decree establishing the bank was 
issued by Crown Prince Sheikh 
Hamad Bin Khalifa A1 Thani 
yesterday. 

He said the bank’s seven- 
member board would be headed 
by Justice Minister Sheikh 
^ Ahmed Bin Seif A1 Thani. 

Twenty per cent of the shares 
have been covered by the foun- 
ders while the rest will be offered 
for public subscription within 
two weeks, Slaiti added. 

Following Islamic banks 
regulations based on religious 
(grounds, the bank will charge no 
interest on loans which will be 
made in the form of letters of 
credit to meet any imports. 

It will also pay no interest on 
deposits but shareholders and 
clients will benefit from any 
profit made and also bear any 
losses incurred. 

The bank will be based in 
Doha with plans for future 
expansion abroad, Slaiti said.

HOUSTON. Feb 7. (Opecna): ■

today for a stable oil market, which, 
be emphasised, was essential for the 
orderly growth of the world's econ- 
omy which could only be achieved 
through co-operation among all par- 
ties involved in the oi! industry. 

Addressing a seminar on “oil and 
gas strategies in the 1990s” organised 
by the Cambridge Energy Research 
Associates, Subroto, speaking on 
“Opec in the new era” conceded that 
Opec's efforts to bring about wide- 
scale co-operation in the 1980s bad 
only met “partial success”. While 
what was achieved was welcome, he 
added, it fell short of the comprehen- 
sive level of co-operation and united 
action now required of all par- 
ticipants in the market to avert 
another oil crisis. 

He said world demand for oil was 
projected to rise and non-Opec 
production was on the wane which 
would result in growing reliance on 
Opec. He warned that the next 
“shock" would come when it was 
found that Opec no longer had the 
production capacity to meet the ris- 
ing level of demand. 

He said according to each of the 


three principal price and output scen- 
arios that the organisation had 
examined, there was a problem of 
meeting the increase in the call on 
Opec oil as the decade progressed. 
The current Opec output capacity 
was 27 million bpd. but sustainable 
production always ran 15 to 20 per 
cent below capacity, which means 
that the projected demand for Opec 
oil would exceed the sustainable out- 
put of the organisation by 1995. 
hence the need to expand this 
capacity “rapidly.” 

Opec alone did not have the 
resources to cope with the investment 
needed to increase capacity and 
would, therefore, have to call on 
other parties in the international oil 
market to help provide the necessary 
investment. 

“There is, consequently, an urgent 
need for all parties to engage in 
serious discussions, to ensure that the 
seeds of crisis are not given a chance 
to germinate.” 

Subroto said Opec bad proved its 
reliability as an oil supplier and thus 
■was annoyed by oft -repeated 
. statements expressing fears of “over- 
dependence” on a “handful of Mid- 
dle East states.” 


He said Opec was keen to ascertain 
what the implications of a single 
internal market in Europe would be 
for the organisation. It appeared that 
the objective in the case of oil was to 
keep imports from Third Worid 
countries “within reasonable 
proprotions" by maintaining a 
policy of oil substitution . 

The secretary -general stressed that 
the “unfortunate” era of bad rela- 
tions between Opec and non-Opec 
producers and oil consumers was 
"behind us.” 

He called on non-Opec oil 
producers to “co-ordinate their 
production and pricing policies with 
Opec to the best of their abilities in 
the distribution of market shares.” 
Steps to reduce oil demand without 
reference to market forces should not 
be taken, nor should recourse be 
made to restrictive legislation to 
product high -cost domestic energy 
industries. 

He said it was "puzzling" for Opec 
to be told that ou imports from its 
member countries constituted a 
“threat” to the national security or 
some of the world's most powerful 
economies.

Banks reporting to the BIS 
said their total lending to the 
region swelled by $1.93 billion 
between the end of June and the 
end of September to 91.80 
billion.

The Soviet Union’s borrowing 
accounted for almost all of the 
loans to Eastern Europe in the 
quarter.

BONN, Feb 7, (Reuter): West 
Germany called on East Berlin 
today to agree to immediate 
negotiations on setting up a 
currency union meant to stave 
off looming economic collapse 
across the border.

have crossed the border so far 
this year. Leaving gaping holes in 
their homeland's labour market 
and straining West Germany’s 
tight job and housing markets.

TOKYO, Feb 7, (UPI): Japan's economy will 
sustain steady growth at least for the next 
three years, setting a postwar record span of 
continuous expansion and causing an acute 
labour shortage, a Japanese economist has 
predicted. 

“The question now is how long the current 
upturn of the economy will last, and a serious 
labour shortage will be a major problem to be 
tackled,” said Toshiaki Kalomoto, chief 
economist of Sumitomo Bank. 

He said the current expansion is anticipated 
to exceed a postwar record span of 57 months 
from 1965 to 1970. 

He based his prediction mainly on robust 
capital investment and personal consump- 
tion, and the link likelihood of economic 
recession in the United States. 

“We anticipate that the US economy will 
make a moderate uplurq in the latter half of 
this year after a temporary slowdown in the 
first half and take the soft landing scenario,” 
Kakimotosaid. 

He estimated net growth of the US econ- 
omy at 1 .7 perceniin 1990,2.4percentin 1991 
and 2.9 percent tn 1992. 


Kalomoto forecast Japan's economy will 
grow at an annual rate of 4 J per cent for the 
1990-92 period. Its growth for fiscal 1989, 
ending next March 31, is estimated at 4.5 per 
cent. 

He said sustained growth of the Japanese 
economy will cause an acute labour shortage 

“In order to avoid this situation, efforts 
must be made to raise the productivity and 
labour-force participation ratio of each sex 
and age," he said. 

He estimated the labour force in 1992 at 
65.06 million against demand of 66.75 
million, causing a 1.69 million shortage. 

“Efforts must be made both by the govern- 
ment and enterprises to raise participation of 
female workers, particularly m the 20-49 age 
bracket," he said. 

Female workers in that age group accoun- 
ted for 64 per cent of the total work force in 
Japan in 1989, compared with 72 percent for 
the United States and 73 per cent for ranatja . 
he said. 

Kakimoto said Japanese manufacturers 

will continue capital investment overseas to 


shift iheir production but the decrease in jobs 
at home can be absorbed in the process of 
economic expansion. 

He said capital investment at home is 
expected to continue at a high level in the next 
three years because domestic demand will 
remain brisk. 


Japan's capital investment in fiscal 1989 
was estimated at $608 billion against $525 
billion in 1988. They compared with the US 
figures of $513 billion in calendar 1989 and 
$487 billion in 1988. 

Kalomoto said strong personal consump- 
tion will be supported by rising wages and 
price stability attributable to a mgh yen. 

He predicted the yen will further appreciate 
against the dollar toward 1992. 


Spending on leisure activities will also 
become vigorous because the number of 
elderly households will increase in the aging 
society, he said. 

He discounted the possibility of another 
discount rate hike by the Bank of Japan this 
year on grounds that domestic prices remain 
stable, supported by a strong yen.

Japan to revolutionise global economy 


External assets will grow: economist 


TOKYO, Feb 7, (Kuna): An American econ- 


omic expert today predicted that Japan, would

Dr Kenneth Curies, economics lecturer at 
Tokyo University, said in statements to Kuna 
today that the Japanese economy would grow by 
an average of25 to 30 per cent during the 1990s as 
a result of appreciation of the yen against the - 
American dollar.

Question: A splitting headache drove me to the 
doctor's office, where after an examination, the 
diagnosis of sinusitis was made. A prescription for 
an antibiotic was given to me, but I sensed that my 
doctor was very concerned. I was required to 
return in just three days, even though everything 
seemed to be going fine. Can you read my doctor’s 
mind and tell me what he was worrying about? 

Answer: It's not difficult to imagine the concerns 
of a caring physician when faced with a case of acute 
sinusitis. He was already visualising the possible 
complications and was planning your care to avoid 
those possibilities. 

The sinuses are actually hollow spaces within the 
bones that form parts of the skull, normally filled 
with just air, and lined with delicate mucous raem- 
brances. When an infection strikes, the membranes 
become swollen and may dose the small holes 
(ostium), which provide drainage for the liquid 
normally formed by the tissue aud allow for the free 
passage of air in and out of the sinus. As a result, the 
air in the sinus is absorbed by blood cells in the 
membranes, and the pressure within the sinus drops, 
(vacuum sinusitis) which can be painful. 

If this condition persists, the membranes then' 
produce large amounts of fluid which fill the sinus 
cavity, and which can serve as perfect breeding 
grounds for bacteria. As the body attempts to 
defend against this infection, it pours additional 
serum and white Mood cells into the area, and soon 
creates a positive pressure within this dosed space, 
causing pain, often described as “splitting,” and 
tenderness. This can lead to the extension of the 
infection beyond the sinus, provoking infections in 
the orbit of the eye (orbital cellulitis), as well as 
within the skull itself (meningitis and brain absces- 
ses). 


However, full doses of appropriate antibiotics, 
ampidllin or amoxicillin in most cases, for 10 to 14 
days, is usually sufficient to prevent these serious 
complications. Drainage of the sinus may be aided 
by using a vaporiser, which helps to reduce the 
pressure, relieve the pain and hasten the recovery. 

Question: There are a few dollars riding on this 
one. While I take the position that there are still cases 
of leprosy in this country, my friend believes it has 
generally been wiped out here and that only a few 
cases still exist, only in poorer countries. Who takes 
home the money? 

Answer: You do, my friend, going away. There 
are, in fact, over five million registered cases of 
leprosy in the world, and experts beleive the actual 
figure is probably nearer to 12 million. Approx- 
imately 3,.000 cases are herein the United States and 
some 200 patients are cared for at the National 
Hansen’s Disease Centre in Carville, La. There were 
even 46 new cases reported by the New York City 
Department of Health in 1984, the highest number 
in many years. 

Gerhard Armauer Hansen, a Norwegian 
physidan for whom the disease is now named, 
discovered the bacteria responsible for the disease in 
1874, before the discoveries by Lotus Pasteur and 
Robert Koch of bacteria that caused anthrax and 
tuberculosis. 

Prior to Hansen’s work, it was thought that 
leprosy was inherited and incurable. Today, Han- 
sen’s disease may be treated with a number of 
medications, used in combination, including dap- 
sone, clofazimine, rifampin and ethionamide, which 
are capable of curing the infection.

Unlikely charmers

The Fabulous Baker Boys is a low-keyed, moody 
examination of two minor-league lounge pianists, 
who after 20 years of playing together decide to 
modernise their act by employing a female vocalist. 
The Baker boys are in fact the Bridges brothers. 
Beau plays the elder of the two. the organiser and 
driving force behind the two musicians, while Jeff is 
a chain-smoking, moody hanger-on who just seems 
to have become resigned to the fact thalhe is trapped 
into playing endless lounge standards with his 
brother. The vocalist they choose is Suzy Diamond 
(Michelle PfeifTer). a girl who has been around the 
escort services and decides to try her luck as a 
crooner. She matches Jeff in surliness and in her 
habit of chain smolring. altogether the trio are not 
very attractive personalities. 

This really is the problem with the Rim, although 
all three principal performances are superb, Jeff in 
particular plays such a sullen character, that despite 
a desire to like him, you just can't. Pfeiffer’s perfor- 
mance is the most important and she turns in an 
excellent one, treading a fine line between Jeffs 
cynicism and Beau's tiresome ebullience. 

That said, the film also has many good things 
about it. Pfeiffer's performances as a crooner are 
worth watching several times over, and the musical 
score by Dave Gaisin is a delight for blues fans. " 

Christopher Walken returns to the screen in an 
adaptation of Whitney Strieber's Best selling book 
about his abduction by alien creatures Communion. 
In his book Streiber tells a story that what he claims 
is autobiographical. A successful novelist with a 
beautiful New York apartment, a lovely up-slate 


cabin in the forest and an equally desirable family, 
he seems to have everything going for him. 
However, during a quiet weekend in the country 
with friends it all starts to turn upside down. Com- 
mencing with brilliant lights streaming through the 
windows and continuing with strange sensations of 
unseen visitors, Strieber’s guests become so distres- 
sed that they ask to cut short their visit and leave. 

Stricber remembers that the aliens performed an 
operation on him by inserting Rowing needle into 
his head and even though his wife Ann discovers a 
needle mark behind her husband's ear, both of them 
dismiss the experiences as hysterical hallucinations. 
Their seven-year-okl son also describes the aliens, 
but th<^ arc unable to convince themsdves that it is 
anything more then childish nightmares. Strieber 
finally decides to seek medical help when he narr- 
owly misses lolling his wife with a shot-gun. His 
psychiatrist (played by Frances Stcmhagcn) puts 
him under hypnosis which reveals that the aliens 
come in two sizes, wrinkled little gnomes and rather 
ethereal faces with large black eyes. A scary movie, 
not so much for what see, but in the sense of 
foreboding and menace that threatens an ordinary 
domestic situation. 

' Romero is a powerful story about a priest in San 
Salvador who tries to fight for the rights of the 
people against a brutal army dictatorship. A distres- 
sing film, one to watch and be thankful that we are 
not exposed to similar situations. Raoul Julia gives a 
convincing performance as “the mouse who 
becomes a tiger.”

ERIC CLAPTON. “Jour- 
neyman” (reprise. 926074-2) 

Eric Clapton likes jamming 
with just about everybody these 
days. And no one's complaining, 
especially not the musicians who 
share the stage with slowhand.. 
So it's really no surprise that 
George Harrison. Robert Cray, 
Phil Collins. Chaka Khan, and a 
score of other musicians were 
willing to help out on Clapton's 
latest release. “Journeyman." 

This is not the all-blues project 
that some loyalists began 
anticipating whin the Clapton 
mega-compilation "crossroads” 
was released in 1988. Instead 
"Journeyman" accommodates 
both the newcomers and those 
who have followed Clapton for 
three decades.

The value of a hand waxes and 
wanes as the bidding progresses. 
South’s 11 high-card points grew to 
gigantic proportions and the final 
action was well judged. 

Once North jump-raised dia- 
monds, South could afford to cue- 
bid the ace of hearts en route Xq five 
diamonds. There was nothing to 


add after North’s first dub cue-bid, 
but when North repeated his action 
South took stock. To be interested 
in a grand dam without either of the 
two top trumps. North had to. have 
the ace of spades as well as first and 
second-round control of dubs. 
Therefore. South’s singleton spade 
represented a key control. Reason- 
ing was translated into action with a 
jump to seven diamonds. 

The accuracy of South's deduc- 
tions was borne out in the play. 
Although West’s club lead removed 
a key dummy entry, declarer was 
still able to manage his assets to 
yidd the maximum return. After 
winning the ace of dubs, declarer 
cashed the ace of spades and ruffed 
a spade high. Two of dummy's 
trumps served as entries for two 
more spade ruffs, the first also high 
to prevent an overruff, which set up 
two long cards in the suit. Declarer 
was then able to ruff a club on the 
table and cash the good spades for 
two heart discards. In all, declarer 
scored three spade tricks, one heart, 
seven trumps in hand including 
three ruffs, one dub and one club 
ruff in dummy for a total of 13 
tricks.

The two sides set no date 
for further talks. 

Hamper 

Chang accused the North 
of using the talks for political 
purposes. 

_ “North Korea's real inten- 
sion was to hamper our ' 
separate participation in the 
Games to be held in its 
brother country," he said. 
China is a major ally of the 
communist North. 

HisNorth Korean counter- 
part, Kim Hyung Tin, den- 
ounced South Korea, saying, 

” it became dear your side had 
no intention to form a single 
team.” 

The sports talks, which 

progr^ at iirst, with theftwo 
sides agreeing on the angle 
team's name and flag , a joint 
committee and the selection 
and training of athletes. 

Demanded 

But the negotiations bog 
ged down early this year when 
South Korea demanded the 
conclusion of an auxiliary 
accord binding both sides to 
implement all agreements. 

Seoul officials had been 
worried North Korea would 
raise difficult technical issues 
at the last moment, leaving 
the South without time to 
make a separate entry by the 
June 22 entry deadline for the 
Beijing Games.

England’s World Cup is thus 
almost certain to be shrouded in 
high security and near-military 
style police activity. 

It was much the same four 
years ago in Monterrey where 
England made hard work of 


surviving the first round of the 
Mexican World Cup finals. Only 
the discovery of a natural Goals- 
corer in Gary Lineker, almost by 
accident against Poland, ensured 
a place in the second round. 

Paraguay were then beaten 
comfortably, but it was a dif- 
ferent story against Argentina 
with the eventual champions 
winning 2-1 in a rousing quarter- 
final made memorable by Diego 
Maradona’s individual 
brilliance and his infamous 
’Hand of God' opening goal. 

In those finals, England were 
without their inspirational cap- 
tain Bryan Robson and he, like 
the Netherlands* captain Ruud 
Gullit, remains a doubtful starter 
in Italy this time round. 

His English club Manchester 
United have struggled badly all 
season and Robson, below his 
consistent best despite scoring 
twice against Yugoslavia in 
December, has missed nine suc- 
cessive dub matches with a deep- 
seated groin strain. 

If he is absent, or below par, it 
would be a huge blow to England 
who are likely to be without 
another established midfielder in 
Neil Webb. He is recovering 
from a ruptured Achilles tendon. 

Robson, as a captain and 
regular goalscorer, has been the 
mainspring of the team for five 
years and his two goals against 
Yugoslavia were England's only 
ones in their last four matches. 


England, who won the world 
Cup on home soil in 1966 when 
they played all their matches at 
Wembley, have not reached any 
final since. The usual cause of 
their demise has been fatigue 
coupled with a lack of flair, 
fluency, im ag ina tion and goals. 

It led to their failure in Spain in 
1982 and was the chief cause of 
embarrassment in Mexico until 
Lineker burst into prolific life to 
salvage their pride. 

Robson, who followed Ron 
Greenwood as England manager 
after the 1982 finals, has shown 
enormous patience and loyalty 
to his established players and, as 
a result, such veterans as goalk- 
eeper Peter Shilton and defen- 
ders Gary Stevens andTerry But- 
cher have been retained despite 
media criticism. 

Shilton, at 40, has won 113 
caps and is famous as one of the 
English heroes throughout the 
world. 

Butcher, 31, with $7 caps, is 
better-known for his bfood- 
splattered courage than his skill. 
Stevens, after failing in Mexico, 
has almost inexplicably kept his 
place despite the claims of youn- 
ger men such as Paul Parker and 
Michael Thomas. 

Parker, a fleet-footed defen- 
der, and Thomas, a robust mid- 
fielder or full-black, have proven 
credentials for selection yet have 
to wait their chance of an exten- 
ded run in the team. 


Since West Germany, only 
Des Walker, a central defender 
with the pace to cover for But- 
cher's lack of it, has graduated 
while neither of the two highly- 
gifted wingers Chris Waddle or 
John Barnes has matured into a 
match-winning international 
player. 

Robson's reluctance to make 
widespread changes has also 
resulted in ball-playing Totten- 
ham midfielder Paul Gascoigne 
frequently being left out of the 
squad in the same way the now- 
discarded Glenn Hod die was 
four years ago. 

It could be that a newcomer — 
like the versatile forward David 
Platt — may burst through 
before the finals, but it is more 
likely Robson's suspicion of 
change will lead to a familiar 
efficient but unimaginative 
England team. 

England, unbeaten in 1 1 mat- 
ches since the European finals, 
will prepare for Italy with warm- 
up games in London against 
Brazil, Czechoslovakia, Den- 
mark and Uruguay before flying 
to Sardinia on May 25 together 
with wives and girlfriends. 

The female companions will be 
sent home at the start of June, 
however, when serious work 
begins with a final warm-up 
match, in Tunis, against Tunisia.

Although it is customary In 
testimonial games .for the player-- 
of honour to keep the gate 
receipts, Zico will donate die 
nearly $100,000 toward the buil- 
ding of Brazil’s fust hospital for 
haemophiliacs. 

Four different teams played 
yesterday. The first half was con- 
tested between members of the 
Flamengo team that won the 
World Club Cup in 1981 and a 
Masters team made up of players 
from the 1978 and 1982 World 
Cups.

Connors’ sloppy volleying and 
numerous unforced errors gave 
the lanky West German the 
encouragement to fight back 
from 2-0 down in the first and 
third sets and avenge a defeat by 
the American in their only 
previous dash in Hamburg last 
year. 

Zoecke called the victory “my 
biggest success.” 

It was announced later that 
Connors will be out of action for 
todays. 


Ohashi knocks out Choi 


TOKYO, Feb 7, (Reuter): 
Japan's Hideyuki Ohashi grab- 
bed the World Boxing Council 
(WBQ straw-weight title when 
he knocked out South Korean 
champion Choi Jeum-Hwan in 
the ninth round of their 
scheduled 12-round bout today. 

Ohashi, in his third challenge 
for a world title, became Japan’s 
first world champion for 1 5 mon- 
ths, since Hiroki Iolca lost the 
straw-weight crown to Napa 
Kiatwanchai of Thailand. 

After ending a run of 20 unsuc- 
cessful world ride attempts by 
Japanese challengers, Ohashi 
said: “I am happy to stop Japan's 
losing streak, rather than becom- 
ing a world champion.” 

Choi, making his first defence 
of the the title he wrested from 
Kiatwanchai last November, 
was in trouble from the third 
round when Ohashi landed 
several solid combination pun- 
ches and right upper cuts to the 
champion’s face. 

In the ninth round, Ohashi 


floored Choi twice with a fine 
series of left upper cuts and 
hooks to the 20-year-old South 
Korean's body and the cham- 
pion failed to get up the second 
time. 

The 24-year-old Ohashi now 
has 13 victories, including nine 
knockouts, and three defeats in 
16 professional fights.

Marlene Rankin, as well as his 
own mother, Christine King- 
dom, and his fiancee, Joy 
Shepard, Kingdom said his own 
life has been inspired by the 
legend of Jesse Owens. 

"It means a great deal because 
of what it stands for . not only for 
bring the greatest amateur ath- 
lete in the world but for the fact it 
has Jesse’s name,” Kingdom said 
of the awards. “The guy is 
immortal, and to have something 
that represents him helps keep 
his name alive, and I’m glad I'm a 
part of the Owens’ family by win- 
ning this award. 

“No matter what field you're 
in, or what kind of sport, you’re 
always going to have adversity, 
and to see how he fought through 
it can help anyone. It helped me. I 
had a long, uphill battle to get to

It wasn't 
just the racism in our country but 
the racism in Europe and the 
Nazis.
